It is very amusing at the present time to see food con- 
trollers and boards of commerce pass regulations and res- 
olutions in order to reduce the high cost of living, and 
holding gatherings in different localities to seriously dis- 
cuss how they can do it by regulating the price or passing 
resolutions, how they can make it cheaper for men to live. 
And so far as the cost of living is concerned, and so far as 
the cost of everything is concerned in the world today, 
there is only one way to reduce it, and that is to make liv- 
ing cheaper, and when living becomes cheaper then every- 
thing else will become cheaper. And there is only one way 
to make it cheaper, and that is for more men and women 
to go out on the land and produce their living. 

One of the things that has held back your country and 
my country for the last ten years is, there have been far 
too many men who have been land owners and have never 
tried to raise anything on their land ex¢ept the price. We 
have just about reached the time of day now when the men 
and women are going to find that if they are going to live 
comfortably and contentedly in this North American con- 
tinent, then they have got to do a little more than they 
have done in the past by way of producing their own liv- 
ing, and I hope to see a great campaign go up, backed by 




















prosperity and comfort in the homes of the people of the 
country than any one other activity can possibly do. 

The homes of a nation are its strongest forts. They are 
the things that will make a nation safe and secure and free, 
and every energy that is put forth by legislators and gov- 
ernments, and by live stock associations, to make the men 
out on the land in any country helpful and useful, will be 
the greatest effort that can be made in making that coun- 
try great; and for that reason I am very glad to come even 
this distance to meet the men and women who are gathered 
here members of this livestock association of this great 
state who are interested in the splendid business of devis- 
ing ways and means of not only increasing the numbers of 
livestock on the land in this country but also of improving it.

Now I want to tell you peo- 
ple that the next ten years will see that to a large extent 
disappear. I had a man in my office the other day whom I 
have been trying to persuade for the past two years to pay 
$1,000 for a bull, and $150 had always been his limit; and I 
was trying to persuade him that with his bunch of cattle 
he could afford to pay $1,000, and he thought I was crazy. 
But he bought a couple of steers from a neighbor who had 
been using a real good bull and he came to me the day be- 
fore I left Edmonton and he said: 

“T have a little story to tell you. I bought two steers 
from such a man. They were sired by a good bull, we 
fed them pretty well, and I sold them and another steer 
out of my own herd of the same age. We shipped them to 
Edmonton the other day and I got $150 for the steers and 
I didn’t get over $90 for the other steer, and I believe the 
$90 brute ate more than the others did.” ‘Now,” he said, 
“T am through with that.” i 

Now if the difference between the price of those two 
animals had not been about five times what it was a few 
years ago, he wouldn’t have paid much attention to it, but 
the high prices that are being paid for beef and beef pro- 
ducts, and the high prices that will be paid for the next 
half-dozen years at least are going to be the greatest stimu- 
lus to the farmers all over this great American continent to 
get rid of their scrub stock at any price and get into good 
cattle. I believe there will be a great improvement, and 
live stock organizations such as your own livestock associa- 
tions of this kind in the different states and provinces will 
play no mean and no unimportant part in bringing this 
about during the next few years. 

Besides that, I believe there is going to be a greater 
demand for agricultural education than ever. You know 
the position that agricultural education occupied only a few 
years ago. I am not very old, and yet I have a very keen 
recollection of a discussion that took place in the locality in 
which I lived as a boy when the first lad from our settle- 
ment decided to go to an ag- 
ricultural college. I remem- 


man ever chose farming for 
an occupation and deliberate- 
ly decided he should farm. It was thought you were con- 
demned by accident or birth, that you had the misfortune 
to have had a father who was a farmer, and that you 
made a bad choice of a father, and the result was you had 
to stay there because you never had a good opportunity to 
get away from it. 

Now I want to tell you that that story is being all ex- 
ploded today. Men and women have awakened to the fact 
that if they happened to have a dull boy they can get him 
through college and he can get into one of these profes- 
sions, and he can learn and live there, and he will be good 
enough for some kind of a job. But if you want somebody 
to be a better farmer than his father was and bring honor 
and credit to his home, then he wants to select his bright- 
est and best on the farm to live on the farm and to till the 
soil, to breed good livestock and to engage in the most in- 
telligent business on the face of the earth today, that of 
farming well. 

You can go over the whole line of men who made a 
success of livestock breeding and you will find that they 
were men whose minds were tuned to the highest intelli- 
gence; whose wits were sharpened to grasp every oppor- 
tunity for education they could secure, and they went at 
their business with the kind of intelligence and ability that 
made it a success, and I want to tell you that the men and 
women Who have boys and girls that they want to farm are 
going to see to it in the next few years that these boys and 
girls start out without any of the handicaps that you and I 
had; without having to blaze their own trail; without hav- 
ing to find their own information for themselves, and they 
are going to get the best training and the best scientific 
education along agricultural and livestock lines that it is 
possible to give them. That, I think, is the hope and am- 
bition of every man and woman in the land—that hope and

FEATURE of the rapid develop- 
ment of dairying in the South- 
west has been the progress of the 

Holstein breed. This has been especially obvious in 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Colorado. The Holstein centers 
which are being developed around Ft. Scott and Mulvane, 
Kansas, and Lamar, Colorado, compare favorably with the 
leading Holstein communities of the East. There are con- 
denseries at these three places. 

The Lamar community, for example, proudly makes 
claim to the highest production record, of 103 
pounds of milk. There are many records of 
80 or 90 pounds, which also is true at Mul- 
vane, Ft. Scott, and many other sections. A 
big advantage which the Holstein breeders 
have in this region is cheap feed, especially 
silage and alfalfa. Kansas is the leading al- 
falfa state, with 11%, million acres, and big 
acreages also are grown in the surrounding 
states. When you visit a dairy community in 
this section you may expect to find a big acre- 
age in alfalfa and other legumes, and many 
silos. In many cases more than enough silage 
space is available than is required in one 
winter’s feeding, so some space is available 
for carrying silage over from the good to the 
poor crop years, and for feeding in the sum- 
mer when the pastures may become poor, if 
dry weather comes. 

Naturally under conditions such ds the 
Southwest offers, with an ample supply of 
good alfalfa, silage and other good feed at a 
cheap price, there is an ideal situation for the 
development of the Holsteins. Fortunately it 
is being made on a basis of quality. Practical- 
ly every herd is headed by a purebred bull, 
and a big proportion of the dairy farmers are 
working into a purebred herd by the most 
sensible of all plans—growing in gradually, 
after starting with one or two good purebred 
females. Of course a big importation of purebred animals 
from the East is being made; the buying of Holsteins in 
Wisconsin, Illinois, New York and other Eastern states 
for use here in the Southwest in the last three years has 
been one of the very interesting features of the Holstein 
business. 

There is every indication that the progress in the future 
will be even more rapid. The breed is in a dominant po- 
sition today, and the most obvious factor in the agriculture 
of this region is the progress which is to be expected in 
dairying. An encouraging thing, which indicates that the 
Holstein men are on the right road, is the interest they are 
taking in the younger men—in the developing of new 
breeders, and new markets for their stock. They believe 
in starting the new men slowly, and surely, and helping 
them expand their operations with their growth in experi- 
ence. One of the prominent men in the dairy movement of

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the West is C. Stocker of Lamar, Colo., 
who has been connected with the con- 
densary there for several years, first as 
a fieldman out among the farmers and 
now as the superintendent. In speaking of the things 
needed in the developing of a herd, Mr. Stocker recently 
said: 

“The first thing in developing a good herd is the con- 
tinuous use of the scale and the test to determine the 
quantity of milk and butterfat produced. No dairymen

should begin to feel satisfied until he has raised the annual 
average yield of his herd to 8,000 pounds of milk, with 
from 250 to 300 pounds of butterfat. And as a rule when he 
gets to this point he finds that further progress is possible. 
He can develop a herd up to 8,000 pounds as a rule in four 
or five years of careful breeding. 

“One of the most successful ways for a beginner to 
start out is to buy first calf heifers. They generally can be 
bought more reasonably than mature cows, and as they 
have not been tried out as producers they are not the culls 
of the herd. It is true they will not produce so much the 
first year, but they will grow and put on flesh more readily 
than an older cow, and if they prove to be unprofitable pro- 
ducers there generally is only a small loss when sold for 
beef. 

“The sire is another important factor. Fifty or one 
hundred dollars more on the animal generally is the wiser 
judgment. If the dam and sire of an animal are properly 
bred and of the right producing calibre, it is certain that 
the progeny will be likewise. 

“One factor which is often neglected is the proper de- 
veloping of the offspring. The time to start is with the 
newly born calf. The care and shelter should be the best 
and the feed the most wholesome. Its digestive organs are 
delicate and everything that can be done to hasten growth 
along tends to strengthen the animal that much more. 
The practice of proper care and housing should be continu- 
ous. It will tell when the milking state is reached. Re- 
member that without an opportunity no animal can prove 
its worth.” 

After a breeder has been helped past the first few rough 
places in his start as a Holstein breeder, his further pro- 
gress is rapid as a rule. He soon gets to the point where

E are greatly pleased with our barn since we are 

working in it. [It is not only extremely attractive in 

appearance and of permanent structure, but it is 
so very conveniently arranged, In fact, it is as complete a 
barn as we have ever inspected. 

The barn is built of load bearing tile with a 13 inch 
wall throughout in the first story and an 8 inch wall in 
the second story. The main part is 38 feet wide by 114 
feet Jong, the ell running toward the east is 3S feet 
wide and 60 feet long. .It is our plan 
to build an additional 50 feet onto 
the east for more test barn room and 
then extend the barn south for a calf 
barn. The barn throughout is 20 feet 
to the eaves. 


The silos are 12 feet and 14 feet in 
diameter and 48 feet inside in height. 
The portion of the barn shown on Nv. 
1 next to the silos is our feed storage 
unit for our entire plant. In this part 
we have grain elevators with hopper 
bottomed bins for both whole grains 
and ground or mixed feeds. We also 
have in here a feed grinder, corn 
sheller, root cutter and hay cutter, all 
driven by electric motor, as well as 
our grain and feed elevator and a 
drum hoist with which we lift our hay 
into the mow, sacked mill feeds to 
their place of storage, and the roots 
from the root cellar. We have in here 
storage room for about three carloads 
of sacked mill feeds, a wash room and 
toilet, and a feed mixing room where 
all feed is weighed for each individual 
of the herd. Underneath is a large 
cellar for roots. An overhead track 
runs from the silos and feed rooms 
into the barns. , 


The barn is so arranged that there 
is no outside door which opens direct- 
ly into the barns where the cows are. 4°)" ("1 


This enables us to control the temperature and maintain 
it uniform all of the time. 

No hay is thrown directly from the mow into the cow 
barn, but instead is put in hay shutes which project on the 
outside wall, as seen in the exterior picture on the front 
cover of this week’s World. These shutes open directly on 
to the feed alleys, making it very convenient for feeding. 
It prevents dust, which always arises when hay is handled 
from the mow, from getting into the barn. This also keeps 
the hay better, free from contamination due to the moisture 
given off from the cows’ bodies. The bedding which is also 
stored in the large mows overhead, is thrown down in the 
driveways outside the cows’ quarters. We find this a great 
help in keeping the barn clean and the cows free from dust. 
The interior views show the splendid lighting and the ar- 
rangement inside. 

Our idea in building a dairy barn is to furnish condi- 
tions which will create the greatest cow comfort and make 
the labor as pleasant as possible. 

We have not crowded our cows as most dairymen do, 
but instead have given them lots of room, our cows being 
very large, several of them approaching a ton. We have no 
stall narrower than four feet. The majority are 4 feet 
6 inches and 5 feet. Each cow has her own individual drink- 
ing cup. 

The ventilation seems particularly fine. A large number 
of fresh air intakes and six large foul air flues, keep the air 
constantly changing. One can come in from outside and at 
no time will he detect any odor so noticeable in most 
barns. We maintain in winter a temperature of about 40 
degrees. We have used a flax linum keyboard over which 
we have plastered on the inside of both barns. This gives 
us remarkable insulation and not only enables us to con- 
trol the ventilation splendidly in winter time, but we can 
keep the stable much cooler in summer. 

We take a great deal of pleasure in showing this barn 
to our many visitors, and particularly invite any reader 
of the Holstein-Friesian World to come and inspect it at 
his convenience. They will always be welcome.

Winner of Four State Cham- 
. e* 
pionships 

With four state championships in 
the regular prize division to her cred- 
it, Dorothy Ormsby De Kol, has 
earned her place in the Holstein hall 
of fame. She first came into promin- 
ent notice as a senior 3-year-old when 
she broke the Indiana state records 
for yearly production of both milk and 
butter, with 20713.6 lbs. milk coutain- 
ing 754.1 Ibs. butter, she being owned 
at that time by J. W. Sherburne of 
Crown Point, Ind. A few years later 
she was sold to S. J. Craig of the 
same place, where she broke the 
state record for milk production in 
short-time test with 823.9 Ibs. in 7 
days and 3405.9 Ibs. in 30 days, or an 
average of 113.53 Ibs. for an entire 
month. Although she made her repu- 
tation in Indiana, she is now owned 
in Wisconsin, having recently been 
purchased along with 23 of her de- 
scendants by John L. Fisher of Janes 
ville. She is a daughter of Ormsby 
Rose De Ko! Paul, and Fay Regga. 


A 33b. New Yorker 


Pinola Pauline Clothilde is one of 
New York State’s most recent 33-Ib. 
cows, as well as one of the greatest 
milk producers in the state. In her 
best day on official test she produced 
103.8 Ibs. milk and in her best 7 days 
701.3 ibs., although her milk record 
made in connection with her best but- 
ter record of 33.48 Ibs. was only 688.2 
Ibs., or an average of a little over 98 
Ibs. a day. In 30 days, she produced 
over 29,000 Ibs. milk containing 136.58 
lbs. butter. As shown by her pic- 
ture, which is, by the way, an amateur 
snapshot, she is a cow of remarkable 
individuality and splendid type. She 
was bred by Edward J. Chaffee, Ame- 
nia Union, N. Y., being a daughter of 
Woodmont Prince Clothilde, and 
Countess Pauline. She is owned bv 
and made her record for Dr. L. J. Ben- 
son, a Holstein breeder and veterinary 
surgeon Wassaic, N. Y. 
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Helping to Sell the Idea 


HE idea referred to in the above heading is 

expressed in the following quotation from 

a letter recently received by the editor of 
the WORLD: “My faith in the Holstein-Friesian 
Association has very much weakened inasmuch 
as Mr. Cabana’s records are allowed to pass and 
he continues to advertise in the Register * - 
If all this will be allowed to go in silence, the As- 
sociation can never regain the confidence of the 
common breeder.” 

Within a few days from the receipt of this let- 
ter, comes a copy of the Holstein-Friesian Regis- 
ter containing a two-page advertisement from 
Pine Grove Farms in which that establishment 
introduces its “new organization.”” Why it 
should be referred to as a new organization we 
can only surmise. Doc Tillou, manager, has been 
associated with the activities at Pine Grove 
Farms for a number of years and in fact was 
mentioned rather prominently in Cole’s historic 
statement. Mel Allen has been superintendent 
of Pine Grove Farms almost from its beginning 
as a Holstein establishment, being present in that 
capacity during the period when it was assuming 
an apparent monopoly of the highest records. 
Although he left something less than a year be- 
fore the Pine Grove sale to take charge of an- 
other herd, we surmise that it seems quite like 
getting back home to take the job as superinten- 
dent at Pine Grove. Fred Morgan, the public- 
ity man of the organization, has been in the Buf- 
falo office for years and is an exceedingly clever 
artist in displaying pages attractively. We have, 
in fact, considerable respect for tiie ability of all 
of the men mentioned as composing this new or- 
ganization, but under the present circumstances, 
how they can justify advertising it as a new or- 
ganization we have been unable to figure out. 

We were, not so much surprised, however, at 
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reading this advertisement as we were at the 
reading notice which accompanied it under the 
heading of Breeders’ Gossip in that same issue. 
This item, which was unsigned and thus appar- 
entlyprepared by the editor of the Register, after 
eulogizing the personnel of the “new” organiza- 
tion proceeded as follows: 

It is a happy combination and one in which the 
breeders of Holsteins and lovers of fair play can 
well place their confidence. ‘The program mapped 
out by Mr. Cabana is one which requires no elab- 
oration; the features contained therein being 
founded upon a sincere desire to build up a great 
herd of healthy Holstein-Friesians, and by the aid 
of short and long-time tests, demonstrate to the 
dairying world the absolute superiority of the 
Black-and-Whites over all other dairy breeds. 
Financially,Mr.Cabana is in a better positionthan 
the majority of breeders to carry out his project. 
The splendid equipment that has always been a 
feature at Pine Grove Farms is still intact; the 
cattle are there, and the new organization which 
will hold itself responsible for the future activities 
of this great establishment has taken hold of the 
helm with every prospect of steering the ship 
safely past every obstacle which, in the best- 
managed and best-supervised business, occasion- 
ally looms up in the path of progress.” 

The above item sounds as though prepared in 
Buffalo, N. Y., but goes out to the Holstein pub- 
lic as representing the position of the Register 
in this matter. 

This course of action on the part of Pine Grove 
Farms is not so unexpected or surprising. But 
that a publication of the age of the Register, and 
partaking as it does of a so-called semi-official 
nature from the fact that its owner and editor is 
also secretary of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America, should lend itself to propaganda 
of this nature directly against the interests of the 
great body of breeders from which it draws its 
support and livelihood, is a most astonishing 
thing. We must rise in protest against such a 
course of action. It is just such occurrences as 
this—absolutely independent so far as the Na- 
tional Association and the Board of Directors is 
concerned, and in no sense speaking for them— 
that tend to implant and strengthen in the minds 
of so many of our breeders the attitude expressed 
in the quotation at the head of this item. 

In conclusion, we want to submit this question 
—Is it worth while for a publication to cultivate 
a two-page advertising contract, directly profit- 
able though it may be from a monetary stand- 
point, if the harvest is to include shattered ideals 
and shaken faith and lessened confidence in the 
Association on the part of the rank and file of 
breeders?

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Our Business Library 


E present this week a review of another valuable 
W rook for the business library of the breeders. It is 

entitled “Principles and Practice of Judging Live- 
Stock” by Prof. C. W. Gay of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. In this work the author arrives at a happy combina- 
tion of the practical and the technical in the subjects treat- 
ed. Part I presents a general view of the subject of 
breeding live-stock and then proceeds to its consideration 
of the animal machine and the functions of its different 
parts. Part II is devoted to the practice of judging. The 
proper procedure based upon information as to the correct 
conformation, observation of the form represented by the 
animals under consideration, comparison of the different 
animals in the class, and lastly—conclusion as to their 
relative placing. Features of animal form to be considered 
in judging, are also given careful attention, and the score 
cards of the different breeds of cattle, sheep, swine and 
horses are discussed. Part III relates to the judging of 
horses, part IV to the judging of cattle, and particular at- 
tention is paid to the different general types as well as 
the breeds. Part V takes up the judging of sheep in a 
similar way, Part VI the judging of swine, while part VII 
considers the judging of breeding animals and gives special 
attention to breeding stock and live-stock shows. The ap- 
pendix is full of valuable information concerning, among 
other things, the best records for trotting and pacing of 
different classes and under varying conditions, running 
records, dairy records for the different breeds and ages, 
killing records for cattle carcasses, hog carcasses and 
sheep, and shearing records for the different breeds of 
sheep. The book is profusely illustrated and contains al- 
together over 400 pages. It is one of the Rural Text Book 
series: of the Macmillan Company, and the price is $2.00 
per volume carriage charges prepaid.

QUERIES ON NEW PRGANIZATION PLAN 


In Michigan as in other states, numerous questions 
were asked. A great many regarding the operation of the 
state organization, a few of which are as follows: 


1. Will the state organization assist our county associa- 
tion? We have not met for two years. 


Emphatically yes. Our trouble with most rural organiza- 
tions is that they have nothing to meet for except to 
collect membership dues and at that they are usually from 
seventeen cents to several dollars in the hole at the end 
of the year. Let’s put a man on the job who will make it 
worth our while to attend regular meetings of the County 
Association. 


2. Can the man who has grade cows join this organiza- 
tion? 


Yes, the man with grade cows thinks just as much of 
his grade cow with a 375 pound cow testing association 
record as the man with pure breds who has a cow with a 
1100-pound record. The moral and financial support of 
the grade man means as much for the improvement of the 
dairy business as the pure bred man. 


3 Will the man in charge of this work be able to give 
information regarding the eradication of tuberculosis? 


Yes, and he should not only give this information but 
should hold meetings for the purpose of informing the 
dairymen regarding the methods used in testing cattle, 
and the advantages of tubercular free herds. It’s a sad 
state of affairs but a very small percentage of our live- 
stock men really understand the necessity and value of 
the tubercular test. 

4. Will the state organization co-operate with the 
County Agents and Farm Bureau? 

The County Agents have been one of our biggest 
factors in the improvement of the live stock industry and 
the State Organization will co-operate with the county 
agents and Farm Bureau. 

5. Who directs the expenditure of the funds of the 
state organization? 

The men who join the organization. In other words the 
members elect a board of directors and an executive board

The advertising of the Liverpool 
Sale & Pedigree Co. in connection 
with their 17th consignment sale has 
brought to the attention of readers 
the fact that Oneida Communitv is to 
be represented by about 40 animals 
from their great herd. 

Since the receipt of the entries, it 
has been discovered that all but four 
of the animals in this consignment 
are granddaughters of King of the 
Pontiacs, and all of them right around 
two and three years of age.

It 
will be recalled she is a 338-lb. daugh- 
ter of King Korndyke Hengerveld 
Ormsby, and generally regarded as 
one of the most perfect cows of the 
breed. 

Practically all of the daughters of 
this Reliance sire that have freshened 
have made records up as high as 18.- 
81 Ibs. and are from dams with rec- 
ords to 29 Ib. butter and over 600 
lb. milk.

CALIFORNIA BREEDERS ANNUAL SMOKER 
(By Robert E. Jones) 

On the eve of the sale the annual California Holstein 
Friesian Association smoker was held at the Travelers 
Hotel. It was the largest affair of the kind the organization 
has held. I should judge that the attendance was twice as 
large as it was last year and most of the men were new 
timber, too. President H. V. Bridgford of the Association 
presided and, in the unavoidable absence of Fred W. Kiesel 
of Jane Garden Farm, Sacramento, Robert E. Jones of 
Sacramento made the welcoming talk. 

Professor Scott of the University of Nevada told of the 
growth of the dairying industry in that state and said that 
more cows were needed. That was why he brought dowu 
with him a delegation of Nevada farmers, who by the way, 
bought. one of the good bulls for an association they have 
organized. Nevada, both Professor Scott and H. L. Long 
brought out, is now exporting alfalfa hay. These progres- 
sive men look to the day when all of this alfalfa shall be 
consumed and turned into milk and breeding stock within 
the borders of the state. C. L. Hughes spoke in some detail 
of the offering and Frank L. Morris of Woodland made a 
humorous little talk in which he told of the odd exper- 
iences that came to him through being so closely as- 
sociated with Tilly Alcartra. R. P. Royce of Sacramento 
urged the breeders to give some thought to the possible 
continuation of the California International Livestock 
show at San Francisco. He said that shows are one of the 
best means of advertising for the breeder. 

Representing Washington A. W. Dahlquist told of the 
rapid growth of the Holstein breeding industry in his sec- 
tion of the state. He said that Washington breeders were 
looking to California as a market for their animals and 
that the particular organization with which he was con- 
nected had found California its best market. A. H. Ghorm- 
ley of Carnation Stock Farm said he had been over and 
had a talk with Tilly Alcartra about the son that was 
coming, in any event the whole Holstein world was hoping 
for a son from this wonderful cow, sired by Carnation King 
Sylvia. Charles W. Paine, Secretary of the State Agricul- 
tural society, urged the breeders to support the State Fair 
as they have done in the past and said he wanted them tu 
call upon him, for any conveniences that might be needed 
for the holding of sales. F. H. Harvey of Galt, a director of 
the Northern California Milk Producers Association talked 


on cooperation among dairymen and R. C. Sturgeon of 
Tulare and Alex Whaley of Tulare urged attendance at 
the fairs in their town. 

H. E. Vogle of Fresno also invited the breeders to at- 
tend a fair, that which is held at Fresno each year, and he 
also spoke on the desirability of rearing a better type of 
bulls. He declared that no bull should be kept just because 
it has pedigree papers; that it should go into veal as a part 
of the program of improving dairy cows if it did not 
measure up to requirements in type as well as ancestry. 

G. W. Brown of Los Angeles, representing Burr Farm, 
told why his organization had concluded to buy registered 
cattle. He said it had been decided that a commercial 
dairy could not be made profitable in these days of high 
priced labor and feed without the most efficient cows. His 
remarks were followed up the next day by the purchase of 
many good registered cows. 

After some urging “Uncle Dave’ Maxwell made an en- 
thusiastic talk dwelling particularly upon _ co-operation 
among men of the breed. Play the game as a unit, Maxwell 
told his hearers and he emphasized the point strongly. 
Maxwell said also that the California breeders should not 
be too modest about telling the world what they were do- 
ing and he urged them to make the Holstein-Friesian 
World their Bible. 


KANSAS BREEDERS ELECT AND BANQUET 


The annual meeting of the Kansas H.-F. Breeders 
Association was held at Topeka March 25, the morning of 
the first day of their state sale. Officers for the ensuing 
year were elected as follows: President; Walter A. Smith, 
Topeka; vice-president, Harry W. Mollhagen, Bushton; 
secretary, Mark Abildgaard, Mulvane; sales manager, W. 
H. Mott, Herington; new directors, Geo. Appleman, Mul- 
vane; R. Regier, Newton. 

There was considerable discussion on the question of 
financing a proposition to engage a paid state Holstein 
secretary. The sentiment in favor of this progressive 
move was nearly unanimous, but as no plan was suggested 
that seemed feasible for raising the necessary funds, no 
definite action was taken.

Harry H. Pugh of the Beatrice Creamery Co. officiated 
as toastmaster. His list was headed by George Appleman 
who was to present the President’s address. Mr. Apple- 
tan, who was the retiring president of the association, 
cleverly shifted the burden onto the new president, Wal- 
ter Smith, who proved equal to the emergency. After the 
address of welcome by Mayor Corwine, the editor of the 
World was called on to fill in a gap in the program leii 
by Gov. Stubbs. The speaker outlined some of the op- 
portunities for success with Holsteins that are now at 
hand, particularly in the pioneer territory that is opening 
iy) in the Southwest, and presented some facts and figures 
to prove the point. W. B. Barney, coming as a represen- 
tative of the National Association related some of his 
early experiences as a Holstein breeder, and urged that 
u!l breeds unite to improve the dairy industry through 
pure breeding. He also explained the work of the Nationa! 
and State Dairy Councils. Mr. Barney drew applause from 
the crowd when he stated that any man who will use oleo- 
margarine on the family table of the farm, is not entitled 
io have a family, because he does not know how to raise 
properly. The speaker concluded with an appeal for 
business methods in promoting the Holstein and 
dairy industry. Dr. B. B. Davis of Nebraska, also repre- 
senting the National Association, presented a strong plea 
for a wider use of milk and dairy products, and gave some 
interesting observations from his own medical experience 
as to the vital qualities of milk in general, and the speciai 
value of Holstein milk for children. He stated that the 
best specialists invariably prescribe Holstein milk for 
~ickly children, as it is more easily assimilated. Dr. Da- 
vis also urged the elimination of petty jealousies among 
breeders, and pointed out the advantages that 
come trom developing strong Holstein communities. Prot. 
J. B. Fitch, head of the Dairy Department at Kansas Agri- 
cultural College, gave one of the best talks of the eve- 
ning. It will appear in full in an early issue of the World. 
and we will here simply state that he touched upon the 
opportunities for the Holstein breeder in Kansas showing 
what had already been accomplished in the state in the 
way of development, and establishing the idea that no 
part of our farming operations has a more stable founda- 
tion than the dairy business, and purebred Holsteins in 
particular. D. M. Hildebrand, president of the Nebraska 
Holstein-Friesian Association, brought greetings from the 
breeders of the sister state, and urged greater coopera- 
tion in future. Prof. J. H. Frandsen, head of the Dairy 
Department at Nebraska, touched a vital spot when he 
asked the question if we as dairymen are doing all we can 
to boost the use of dairy products. He pointed out that if 
we use oleo on our own tables we cannot expect to get 
our propaganda for dairy products across with the town 
folks. The possibilities through developing wider use of 
dairy products are shown by the following figures. Ou! 
of 21 million dairy cows in the United States, the product 
of about 9 million is used as milk. If we were all of us 
using as much milk as we ought, the product of 27 mil- 
lion cows would be required, or three times as much as 
is now being consumed. Dr. H. M. Graeffe, State Veterin- 
arian of Kansas, presented some interesting data concern- 
ing the progress of the Federal Accredited Herd plan in 
the state, and it was gratifying to learn that the breed- 
ers of Holsteins are taking the lead along this line. He 
suggested that in view of the shortage of purebred seed 
stock, community Bang farms be established under the 
direct supervision of the Bureau of Animal Industry for 
preserving the best purebred females for continued pro 
pagation. A. H. Gufler, Emporia wholesale grocer with 
the Holstein cow and the dairy industry as a side line, 
explained some of the things they were doing to build up 
a real Holstein community at Emporia. They were the 
first community in Kansas to adopt the plan of community 
organization that is working out so satisfactorily at Se- 
dalia, Mo. He emphasized the importance of purebred cat- 
tle from the standpoint of keeping our young men and 
women on the farm. The program ended with an enthusi- 
astiec vote of appreciation for the courtesy of the Topeka 
business men in presenting the banquet. The place of

R. A. Arnold, Norwalk; R. C. Niemann, Avoca; Dr. Bryant 
Smith, Davenport. One year, A. Hanson, Oelwein; P. P. 
Stewart, Maynard; R. Peake, Mason City. The executive 
committee chosen at a meeting of the Board next morning 
consists of the following breeders: W. B. Barney, chair- 
man; F. E. Corwin, M. L. Henderson, Z. C. Thornberg; 
R. Peake. This election took place under a change in the 
constitution which enlarged the Board of Directors to 
meet the growing needs of the Association. After some 
discussion a committee was appointed to rewrite the con- 
stitution and by-laws to harmonize in all details the 
changes agreed upon. This committee, as appointed by 
the chair, consists of L. S. Gillette, Z. C. Thornberg and 
H. C. Hargrove. 

Secretary Jenness gave a report as to the financial con- 
dition of the Association, showing at present 141 members 
in good standing, and a total of about $1100 paid in 
through subscriptions ranging from $5 up to $100. Con- 
siderable additional money had already been spent in 
promoting the state sale, which according to later reports 
returned a profit sufficient to place the Association on a 
sound financial basis. The exact, or even approximate fig- 
gures are not available as these lines are written. After 
discussion the plan proposed by W. B. Barney for mem- 
bership fees was unanimously adopted. According to this 
plan members will pay an annual fee figured on the ba- 
sis of 50 cents a head for purebreds owned, and 25 cents 
a head for grades. [It was also suggested by Mr. Cass 
that the paper published by the association be developed 
into a source of revenue for the Association through great- 
er support by the individual breeders. 

Speakers at the banquet included W. B. Barney, Iowa 
State Dairy and Food Commissioner and a director of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America; who made 
some timely comments on the sale; W. A. Wentworth, 


secretary of the Iowa State Dairy Council, which is one 
of the best organized and most active in the United States, 
who urged the importance of stronger support from the 
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breeders of Holsteins and all dairymen. J. H. Cleverly 
president of the State Dairy Association, recommended 
that we strive to improve the general average of our cat. 
tle both as to individuality and production, this being 
more important in the estimation of the speaker than 
our extreme records for either short or long periods; y. 
S. Prescott, editor of the World, explained some of the 
late developments in the Cole-Cabana scandal; while @. 
l.. Burlingham of Hoard’s emphasized the importance of 
good dairy cattle in prosperity and in adversity. F, E. 
Corwin, struck a popular note when he pointed out the 
absolute necessity for honesty in the conduct of our 
public sales if that important institution is to endure. 
Prof. A. C. McCandlish presented a brief review of some 
of the breeding experiments they are conducting at Ames. 
Since 1912 they have been keeping records in grading up 
from scrubs with purebred bulls, and they have found that 
in every instance two crosses of purebred Holstein blood 
has at least doubled the production. Z. C. Thornberg, who 
in addition to being a Holstein breeder, is superintendent 
of the Des Moines schools, gave some very interesting 
data on the results they are getting in providing milk for 
undernourished and defective children. Accurate physi- 
cal and mental measurements are taken, and the improve- 
ment shown is wonderfully convincing as to the food 
value of milk and its necessity in normal development of 
the child. E. S. Estel, who is State Dairy Expert and 
head of the Iowa Dairy Cattle Congress, made some re- 
marks, as well as a number of the breeders from other 
states who were in attendance. The meeting was con- 
cluded at midnight.

resembles a soldier’s helmet. An L on 


the south side contains the dairy- 
office and _ lava- 


room, boiler-room, 
tory with shower bath. The sleep- 
ing quarters for the men _ are 


overhead. The barn will be completed 
this spring by adding another L which 
is to be 30 x 48. 

A modern Olson ventilating system 
furnishes pure air for the cattle. The 
cattle in the stanchions head out to- 
wards the walls and the fresh air is 
brought in just in front of them 
through the tile wall. The outtake 
flues are just behind the cows over 
the gutters; these go straight up 
through the roof giving good draught 
at all times to draw out the foul air. 
By regulating the dampers in the in- 
take and outtake flues an even 
temperature is maintained; the barn 
is kept dry and the air is practically 
as pure as that out of doors. 

A large root cellar is built under 
the silage room, and a feed mixing 
room is just overhead the silage room, 
and leading off from this, overhead in 
the center of the barn is the granary 
and feed storage room. The feed is 
brought directly into the feed mixing 
room, mixed and thrown into the large 
metal hoppers which extend down 
under the floor into the silage room, 
where a feed truck can be run under, 
and by drawing a slide, the truck is 
filled in a few seconds, which is then 
carted through a door into the middle 
of the main barn, eliminating all un- 
necessary labor. A raised drive-way 
enables the feed to be drawn into the 
middle of the barn overhead; the grain 
feed dropped in the grain bins, and the 
hay taken into the mow by rope 
slings. A room 16 x 16 under the 
drive-way houses the electric light 
plant and storage batteries. 

An independent 110 volt 3 K. W. 
farm electric lighting plant furnishes 
power for operating the milkers, water 
system, cream separator, clippers and 


other machinery, as well as furnishing 
abundance of light for all of the 
buildings. The switches have been 
installed in the most convenient 
sections of the barn forturningon and 
off the lights with a view to save as 
many steps as_ possible. Several 
different sections of light can be 
turned: on in as many as _ threw 
different points in the barn. It can 
easily be seen that this is a big saving 
of time in a 162 foot barn. 

Abundance of pure fresh water is 
furnished the stock by an automatic 
electric pumping outfit. A small pres- 
sure tank is used in connection with 
this outfit and when the pressure 
drops to acertain point by water being 
drawn from any point on the farm, 
the pump starts automatically and 
pumps up to the required amount of 
pressure when,it agains shuts off. Each 
cow is equipped with an individual 
automatic drinking cup, from which 
the cow supplies herself with a fresh 
drink at any time by placing her nose 
against a lever in the bottom of the 
drinking cup, and with the pressure 
system the cup fills immediately, and 
the water is always pure and fresh.

year, or I should have taken them 
again, but I am going to take them to 
the next one because they are going 
to breed Shorthorn cattle when they 
get through with their education. That 
is the business they are engaged in 
now in the summer months and I want 
them to have a personal knowledge of 
every Shorthorn bull on the continent 
of America so that when they pick up 
a pedigree every name will have their 
personal knowledge and will bear 
direct relation to the animal that they 
own in their own barn. 

I want them to learn the history as 
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only boys and girls can of great cattle 
breeding by seeing the animals them. 
selves. And we have got to have our 
boys and girls learn something of the 
breeding of livestock; to learn its his- 
tory, and to get something of the in. 
spiration and the spirit that spurred 
the men on to lay the foundations that 
have today made livestock breeding 
what it is in the United States of 
America and in the Dominion of Cap- 
ada, and get these boys and girls to 
have the ambition to do something 
worth while in building up the live 
stock business of the future. 


I have had a little experience in my 
Shorthorn business. I started in in q 
very modest way, largely from lack of 
capital, in order to build up a little 
Shorthorn herd, and a few years ago 
when bulls were bred cheap in Canada 
I went some 2,500 miles from home. 
A man had a Shorthorn bull and |] 
asked him if he would price him. He 
said he might, vut he would want an 
awful lot of money for him, and it took 
me about half an hour to get him to 
say how much it was, and when he 
mentioned it he thought it would very 
likely drive me clean out of the barn- 
yard. Finally he said he wouldn’t sell 
him unless he got $1,000 for him. And 
it sounded like a lot of money to me, 
but he didn’t have the thousand dol- 
lars out of his mouth until I said, “You 
have sold the bull,” and I shipped him 
home to my farm, and he lived long 
enough to sire twelve calves and he 
lay down and died, and I don’t know a 
worse thing for a bull to do than that. 


But the first calf he sired I took to 
the bull sale in Calgary when it was 
twelve months old and put it in the 
auction sale and it brought $1,005, and 
it was the first bull calf that I had ever 
sold for that much money. I went 
down to the state of Iowa and I 
screwed my courage up to the point of 
paying $1,800 for a bull calf five 
months old, and then my friends did 
tell me I was crazy and wanted to 
know what I could see in a little calf 
that small to put $1,800 into its hide. I 
brought him home and he lived a good 
deal longer, and the first calf he sired 
on my farm I sold in the stable, with- 
out any auction sale, and got a check 
for $5,000 for him when he was nine 
and a half months old. My bull was 
paid back and I wouldn’t have taken 
three times that money for the sire of 
my calf. 

And that is the simple history of 
nearly every man who has had the 
courage to borrow a little money to 
buy a bull and breed better cattle than 
he had ever been doing before in the 
history of my country and your coun- 
try in the last ten years, and it is this 
kind of thing we want our girls and 
boys to know and understand; and it 
has been the raising of this kind of 
calves on my farm that has convinced 
my boys that there isn’t any other 
business in the world worth talking 
about compared with living on a farm 
and breeding good cattle. That is the 
ambition they have, and they have the 
ambition to do this thing a little better 
than their father did, and I hope they 
will, and I want to give them an oOp- 
portunity to begin where I left off, and 
I hope that the ambition that you have 
for your boys and girls is that they 
shall get the kind of training and edu- 
cation that will enable them to begin 
where you quit; to start where you

had to lay down the lines. I think that 
any man who owns a farm on this con- 
tinent of America, and who has got it 
fixed up to make a good home on it—a 
decent home—should have the ambi- 
tion to keep that home and that farm 
in his family and to always see that he 
raises a boy that will stay there on 
that land and that will make it a better 
farm than he made it; that will im- 
prove the livestock conditions and 
make them better than he had them, 
because I know no greater satisfaction 
that a man can have in his old days 
than to see his home out in the coun- 
try handled by one of his lads and 
have it done just a little better than he 
did it. 


Now, coupled with cows, there are 
a good many other branches of farm 
industry that can be carried on, and 
coupled, with cows, one of the first 
things that appeals to us is the dairy 
business. I have no doubt—I haven’t 
looked up any figures—but I know as 
a matter of fact that your state of Min- 
nesota must have been making great 
strides in that business in the last few 
years and I know that great strides 
have been made in the Province of 
Alberta. We have had the ambition 
during the last few years and the 
knowledge that if we are going to give 
the ordinary man a chance to start 
well and make a good home, one of 
the best things we can do for him is 
to help him get a good market for his 
products. 

Now, I am not one that believes 
that the government should do things 
for the farmers. I think if the govern- 
ment minds its own business and 
leaves the farmer alone it will be doing 
him a good turn. But there are some 
things that a government can do. One 
is to guarantee his credit to give him 
a chance to buy cows if the govern- 
ment has any confidence in the agricul- 
ture of its own provinces. And an- 
other thing is to fix a standard for the 
livestock products of the country, and 
in Alberta we have fixed a standard 
for dairy products and we grade every 
pound of butter that is made by every 
creamery. No creamery in the prov- 
ince of Alberta is allowed to sell any 
butter that is not graded by graders 
belonging to the Department of Agri- 
culture. The stamp of the Department 
is placed on every package and so is 
the grade of the butter, so that every 
man who buys a pound of butter 
knows exactly what he is getting, and 
I don’t know of anything that is so 
important. 


We have passed some pretty string- 
ent laws with respect to our industry. 
Perhaps they were easier to pass in a 
new province than where people were 
in the habit of making bad butter. No 
creamery is allowed to make butter in 
our province today without pasteuriz- 
ing the cream. We simply say that 
they have got to do it or they can’t go 
into the creamery business. And they 
are not allowed to sell a pound of but- 
ter without having it graded by public 
graders. We don’t doit. They have to 
pay their own expenses. I believe in 
every business standing on its own 
bottom, and we charge them the actual 
cost of grading this butter, but every 
box that goes out is stamped with a 
Government stamp, and we have made 
that stamp worth something. We have 
established it so in the markets that 
Alberta butter today, commands the 
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highest price, I think, of any butter 
sold on the continent of America, and 
we have done that by establishing a 
grade and a standard, and we are go- 
ing to keep making laws, if it is neces- 
sary, so that we will prevent men man- 
ufacturing and selling a bad grade of 
creamery butter, and I believe this 
kind of protection is absolutely essen- 
tial if we are going to build up a busi- 
ness of this kind. 


We want to get the boys and girls 
in the public schools to get an inspira- 
tion to be farmers and farmers’ wives. 
I went to the public schools for a good 
while. It took me a long time to get 
through. It was largely the fault of 
the teachers, I know, but I was there 
a good while, and yet I never have any 
recollection of any teacher saying to 
me it would be a fine thing for me to 
be a farmer and to have the ambition 
to be a better farmer than my father, 
and I am living on a prairie farm with 
my wife and family today in spite of 
what I was taught by the teachers in 
the public schools of the province of 
Ontario. And that has been the trend 
of our public school education all 
over this continent—to inspire the 
boys and girls with an ambition to get 
away from the land and get what is 
called an education in order that they 
may enjoy what is held out to them as 
the great allurements of life. 


Now, we want these boys and girls 
to get a better and more honest under- 
standing of life than they have been 
getting in the public school, and we 
want some of the advantages and sat- 
isfactions of farm life and home life 
out in the country placed before these 
boys and girls, so that they will have 
as good, as wide and as keen a knowl- 
edge, of the opportunities and privi- 
leges that farm life affords them, as 
we have been dinning into them in the 
past that living in the towns and the 
cities afforded, and when we do that 
we will change the face of things and 
keep more of the boys out on the land 
and get these western prairies settled 
up and make this North American 
continent the finest aggregation of 
farm homes that there is in the world, 
and we can have no greater nor better 
national ambition than that. 


Another difficulty is that the boys 
on the farms have only been boys; 
they haven’t been partners on the 
farm. They have always just been 
working for the old man and wonder- 
ing what he would give them after 
they got old enough. They were afraid 
to go and see a girl for fear they 
would have to keep company with her 
for about sixteen years before the old 
man would make up his mind to give 
them eighty acres so they could get 
married. Now, this boy is being grad- 
ually driven out of the country. In- 
telligence and education is driving him 
out. But you and I have all seen a 
good deal of it. We have seen the boy 
plugging away day after day. He gets 
his clothes and twenty-five cents to go 
to the fall fair, provided he gets the 
turnips piled in time to get away, and 
a few other little indulgences of this 
kind, and the result of it was that he 
always felt that working on a farm 
was blocking his way for something 
else. He felt like a fellow walking 
along a dusty road, and he came to a 
little village and saw a very nice new 
painted pump with a pretty new coat 
on it, and he says: “Here is where I 
get a drink.” And the pump seemed to 
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be working kind of hard ‘as though it 
was lifting water, but only a drop or 
two came out of the spout, and he wag 
pumping away there when a man came 
along and said: 

“What are you trying to do?” 

“Trying to get a drink.” 

“Do you know what you are doing?” 
he said. 

“Oh, well, not exactly.” 

“Well,” he said, “you are pumping 
that fellow’s tank full in his attic.” 

Many of the boys on the farms have 
been filling attic tanks, and I want to 
tell you that the day is coming—yes, 
I am glad to say that in most places 
it is here—when boys who have an am- 
bition to be farmers are going to be 
partners with their fathers and get a 
chance to take a personal interest, be- 
cause they have a personal ownership 
in the livestock, on the principle that 
they are going to share in the profits 
and recive something for the labor 
that they have put in; and that they 
should know likewise as every boy 
who has a true sense of business ought 
to know, just where he gets off, and 
just who he is working for, and just 
what his part is in life or is going to 
be if he stays by the old farm for the 
next few years. That is the kind of 
partnership we want to get among the 
men and their boys on the land, and 
the thing that is going to do that is 
the all-powerful influence of education. 
Let us get more training and give your 
boys and my boys a chance to be more 
intelligent than we are and give them 
a better education than we have; and 
they will treat their boys better than 
we have treated ours, and the result 
will be improvement right along the 
line and agriculture will get its proper 
place, the place that belongs to it—the 
highest place in any country in the 
business and _ professions of that 
country. 

The last century has been the cen- 
tury of the city. For the last hun- 
dred years governments and nations 
seem to have spent most of their en- 
ergy and effort in trying to build great 


“commercial centers. That seemed to 


be the ambiton and pride and boast of 
nearly every city all over the country. 
Look at the great cities and industries 
that have been built here! I believe 
the present century will be the century 
of the farm and the open country, and 
that men are going to realize their 
mistake in overbuilding the cities. 
They must get down to the business of 
building up their farms and farm pop- 
ulations and develop their production 
in order that the prices of other prod- 
ucts may be brought down, because the 
oniy way to bring down the world 
prices today to a proper level is to 
produce on the land, to increase our 
exports of foodstuffs; to grow enough 
first to feed ourselves, and to grow 
enough to help to feed the rest of the 
world, and as our exports on foodstuffs 
produced on the soil grow, so will the 
prosperity of the country grow. 

And then there is the business of 


‘ feeding a hungry world. We are told 


that it will take several years before 
the world’s production of foodstuffs 
will be enough for people to eat, and, 
if they want to view it from that 
point, men are engaged in a patriotic 
business, if you please, every time 
they increase the foodstuffs of any 
country because they are helping to 
save people from starving. There is

OPINIONS ON 7-DAY TEST, ETC. 


There is much said pro and con on 
the question relative to the efficiency 
of 7-day test in determining the pro- 
ductive ability of the cow.I have been 
testing as an official tester in 
Pennsylvania for several winters and 
have always had my eyes open ob- 
serving and learning, and all I wish 
now is to express my honest convic- 
tions as to the value of the 7-day test. 

The examples of dishonesty in the 
making of records have given most 
breeders a great dislike for anything 
which savors of wrong methods. | 
have found this to be a widespread 
tendency among the breeders. There- 
fore, I say that the tendency for 
cheating in 7-day work is no greater 
than in the yearly work, the chances 
are the same. In regard to the ad- 
visability of milking four times a day, 
I agree with Mr. Williams that three 
times a day should be the limit. Most 
breeders, I find, hate testing for that 
one reason and as they say, unless 
they milk four times they are prac- 
tically out of the race with the others. 


I know several breeders whose sole 
reason for not testing is that of milk- 
ing four times a day. If a ruling were 
put into effect limiting the number of 
milkings per day to three times, I am 
sure a great deal more testing would 
be done and a more practical basis 
of worth-while records obtained. We 
want records that are made from 
good practical methods. That is the 
true measure of the ability of a cow. 
Several breeders are now milking 
only three times on 7-day test. The 
farm that I am writing this article at, 
milks his cows on 7-G.y test only 
three times daily. 


Now as to limiting the percentage of 
test, there is where I would disagree. 
Mr. Williams says’ that anything 
Bbove 4% should not be recorded. 
In my experience as a_ tester, 
I can relate instance after in- 
Stance where Holsteins in or- 
dinary conditions tested above 
4%. Also often times a cow for some 
reason or other holds up her milk and 
doeg not let it all down. The result is 
that milking is very low in test while 
the next milking may run up to 5%. 
I had that experience here just yester- 
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day. The cow normally milked 20 Ib. 
on the every milking, but that evening 
she only gave 16 Ilbs., which only 
tested 2.4%, while normally at that 
milking she tested 3.4%. But the next 
milking she gave 25.4 lbs. milk which 
tested 4.5%. You see there the breed- 
er would have been the loser. This 
often happens as any tester will tell 
you. 

Another thing to be remembered 
too, that ruling would have a tendency 
to cause the selection of heavy milk 
producers regardless of how low they 
test. This would mean ruin to the 
breed for if I read the future aright, 
I can see where milk will be produced 
in such quantities that the price will 
drop and people demand more of 
quality. For the cause of the present 
milk shortage is none other than thar

Wait till the tables are turned and 
notice the change. Let us not overlook 
the future but let us look into the 
future and plan accordingly. If the 
people were all to demand a higher 
testing milk, we would be outside. Let 
us strive toward higher standards of 
quality and production and not put a 
rule in effect that would encourage 
the production of a low testing milk. 
lf am myself in favor of all Mr. Wil- 
liams‘ views except this one that 
would put a limit on the fat test.—B.

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WELL FED COWS MOST PROFIT- 
ABLE 

Records of cow testing associations 
go to show that it is the well-fed cow 
that makes the profit. Often the man 
who is keeping ten cows would make 
more profit if he sold two or three 
of the poorest and gave all the feed 
to the others, says C. H. Eckles, chief 
of the dairy division at University 
Farm, Minnesota. 

Owners should see first of all, says 
Mr. Eckles, that the dairy cow has 
the necessary raw material from 
which to make milk. It requires a 
long experience for some Cattle ‘own- 
ers to realize that it pays to feed a 
cow well. The fact is that the dairy 
cow is a milk factory and like fac- 
tories requires considerable of what 
is called, in connection with business 
enterprises, “overhead charges.” 

The cow first takes out enough from 
the ration to maintain her body, and 
this is about the same whether she is 
milking heavy or giving only a few 
pounds. She can produce milk only 
with that part of her ration that she 
receives above what is required to 
support life. A cow of medium quali- 
ty uses at least half of a full ration 
to support her body, and the second 
half of her ration is the only part she 
can use to produce milk. If she does 
not receive a full ration, she does the 
only thing possible to do—cuts the 
milk flow to fit the feed. 

The point is that after going to the 
expense of feeding the cow enough to 
support her body, and doing chores 
for her, and giving her a place in the 
barn, it is anything but wise to fail

WASHINGTON BREEDER SELLS TO 
HAWAII 


Well-earned recognition as a breed- 
er of high class Holsteins has recently 
come to C. G. Sprong of Grandview, 
Wash., in the purchase from his herd 
by W. A. Clark of Paia, Island of 


‘Maui, T. H., for $4000, of five bred 


heifers and two cows, which have been 
shipped to Hawaii with 14 head from 
the herd of E. B. Marks of Yakima. 
Mr. Clark, who owns a_ 30,000-acre 
ranch in the mid-Pacific island, came 
to California to purchase, but was 
unable to find what he wanted there, 
and finally filled a carload from the 
two Yakima valley herds. The five 
heifers include Gnorps Dorothy 
Ormsby Pontiac and Gnorps Helen 
Segis Pontiac, two-year-olds of Mr. 
Sprong’s own breeding and sired by a 
grandson of King of the Pontiacs: 
Mercedes Gem Mechthilde, a_ three- 
year-old sired by Dirkje of Rock, grand- 
son of a bull imported from Holland 
and De Kol Minnie Segis and Model 
Bess, three-year-olds sired by Model 
Annie De Kol Segis and on their dam’s 
side granddaughters of Sir Ormsby 
Burke Segis and Woodcrest Henger- 
veld. All are bred to Sir Chimacum 
Wayne Cornucopia, a son of Sir Chima- 
cum Wayne 116604 and Lutscke Vale 
Cornucopia 110505, a cow with records 
of 33,000 lbs. of milk and 1000 lbs. of 
butter. The bull was a grandson of 
Chimacum Wayne Boon 11306 (33.69 
lbs.) and a great grandson of the great 
Margie Newman 76312. He was in 
use as Mr. Sprong’s herd sire until he 
died recently and was replaced by 
Sir Johanna Newman _ Cornucopia 
192992, a son of Ononis Cornucopia 
Johanna Lad (11 A. R. O. daughters) 
and Nena Newman Cornucopia, a 
granddaughter of the world record 
32.79-lb. Margie Newman, and a cow 
with 30.61 Ibs. to her credit as a four- 
year-old and 29.53 as a three-year-old. 
One of her sisters recently made a 35- 
lb. record, and her dam, Nena New- 
man, is now on yearly test by the 
Carnation Farms with prospects of 
making 1000 lbs. in a year. The bull’s 
sire has several daughters up to 28 and 
29 lbs. He is a grandson of Aaggie 
Cornucopia Johanna Lad, and there is 
similar breeding on the other side of 
his pedigree as well. He is cwned by 
Mr. Sprong and four other breeders, 
E. B. Marks, S. V. Butchart, E. C. 
Puterbaugh and H. N. Paul. 

The two cows in the Clark shipment 
are Tritomia Beauty, a dxushter of 


a three-year-old; Tritomia Beauty, an aged 


Mutual Fobes Longfield De Kol, the 
former Marks sire, with a record of 
18.96 as a three-year-old, and Modei 
Segis Snowflake, a four-year-old grand- 
daughter of Sir Ormsby Burke Segis. 
Neither is bred. 

Mr. Sprong has a 69-acre farm one- 
half mile from Grandview. When he 
first came to the Yakima valley he ran 
a fruit farm for several years, but 
found it unprofitable under market 
conditions then prevailing, and started 
breeding Duroc- Jersey hogs. Three 
years ago he transferred the Durocs to 
his present property and bought his 
first pure bred Holsteins from H. C. 
Davis, pioneer breeder of the district. 
He had no money, but Mr. Davis, 
having confidence in his ability, 
“staked” him to 10 head, to be paid for 
on a cream-check basis, and assured 
him that the animals would pay him 
$20 per month per cow. The first year 
the milk checks totaled $1760, and Mr. 
Sprong paid half his indebtedness of 
$3000. The next year, on account of 
sickness in the family, he was unable 
to make further payments, but last 
fall he canceled his obligation with 
the observation that he did not know 
of anything that would pay dividends 
in his district, better than pure bred 
Holsteins. Alfalfa and corn. which 
grow to perfection in that section, are 
the mainstays of the dairy industry. 
and Mr. Sprong makes full use of both. 
Corn grows 15 feet high and produces 
20 to 25 tons to the acre on about 29 
acres of his Grandview farm, and he 
annually fills two big silos of 100 tons 
capacity each. There are three cut- 
tings of alfalfa from 25 acres. to 
furnish roughage, and the rest of the 
farm is devoted to cash and root crops. 
Beets are an jmportant factor. also. 
as there is a beet factory within a 
few miles and tons of fresh beet pulp 
are annually fed back to the cattle. 
There are about 30 head of pure breds 
on the farm, the owner having been a 
heavy purchaser at the recent dis- 
persal sale of W. A. White of Sunny- 
side, who has sold out his Holsteins 
to start breeding sheen. This number 
will be increased to 70 or 75 head 

Mr. Sprong has the interested co- 
operation of his wife and his 14-year 
old daughter, Ethel. The latter is his 
“assistant herdsman” and_ pedigree 
expert. “She can tell the names and 
breeding of these animals four times 
quicker than T can.” said her father, 
“and she runs the milking machine 
like a top”. Ethei started with pure 
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bred Holsteins via the pig route three 
years ago, and is now the owner of 
Gnorps Leda Bonnie Jean, a 14-months- 
old heifer sired by Sir Pietertje Jacoba 
Hengerveld, a 30-lb. bull, from Leda 
Ormsby Kakenstein.

HOLSTEINS LEAD WISCONSIN 

TESTING ASSOCIATIONS 


From the February report of all the 
cow testing associations in the state of 
Wisconsin, sent out by A. J. Cramer, 
agent in dairying for the United States 
Department of Agriculture, we find 
that the leading cow in 49 of the 66 
associations in the state was a Hol- 
stein, grade or purebred. Nine of the 
associations were led for the month by 
Guernseys, three by Jerseys, two by 
3rown Swiss, one by an Ayrshire, one 
by a Durham, and one by a cow whose 
breed was not given in the report. In 
the list of association leaders, the best 
one was a grade Holstein, owned by 
Joseph Peot of the Luxemburg Associ- 
ation with a production for the month 
of 105.8 lbs. butterfat. Next on the list 
was a registered Holstein owned by 
Charles Bachhaus of the West Bend as- 
sociation, with 100.3 Ibs. butterfat. 
Third and fourth places on the list go 
to purebred Holsteins, one owned by 
Orrin Purdy of the Fort Atkinson asso- 
ciation with 91.3 lbs. fat, and the other 
owned by Ed. Jolliffe of the Hebron 
association with 90.9 Ibs. fat. In fifth 
place is a grade Holstein with 88 lbs. 
fat, owned by Louis Seering of the 
Horicon association. 

Of the leading herds of the 66 associ- 
ations, we find 44 contained all Hol- 
steins, either grade, purebred, or both, 
and at least five more had some Hol- 
steins mixed with either native stock 
or other breeds. Six of the leading 
herds were Guernseys, four were 
Jerseys, one native and the balance 
mixed. The leading herd in all of the 
associations was that of Charles Bach- 
haus of the West Bend association, 
whose ten registered Holsteins aver- 
aged 56.5 lbs. butterfat from 1346 Ibs. 
milk for the month. The next highest 
leading herd was also a Holstein herd, 
that of Jacob Bast of the Rockfield 
association. Mr. Bast’s 11 head aver- 
aged 54.3 Ibs. butterfat from 1593 Ibs. 
milk, the milk average being the larg- 
est of any herd in the associations, at 
least among the leaders for butterfat 
given on this list. Third place on the 
list goes to William Kanzanbach of the 
Horicon association, his eight grade 
Holsteins averaging 61.4 lbs. butterfat 
from 1503 lbs. milk. 

This report gives a pretty good in- 
dication of the supremacy of Wiscon- 
sin Holsteins over all other breeds in 
cow testing association work.

CALIFORNIA GUARANTY SALE AVERAGES $901 
By Robert E. Jones 


Editor’ Note: We have a nice line up of snap shots taken at the sale, but as we 
hope to have something more legible to print them on next week, we are holding them 
over. 

While the average did not run as high as the most sanguine had hoped, 
it is apparent to anyone who observes or speculates upon what is to come that 
the 1920 Pacific Coast Guaranty Sale will be widespread and lasting in its 
beneficial effect. Only the future can tell with certainty what this event will 
mean as a factor in the great, evolutionary movement on the Coast toward 
a position of preeminence in the breeding of black and white dairy cattle 

Yet it means something when a coterie of comparatively new men to the 
breeding game attend the breed classic of the year in their territory and take 
by far the big percentage of the offering. Ordinarily, a Guaranty sale is looked 
upon as a breeders’ event, an auction at which breeders grasp the opportunity 
to add a few tops to their herd. But such was not the case in the Sacramento 
California event this year. Most of the stock, and the best of it, went to new 
men in the industry, some of them just starting and others not more than 4a 
season or two at it. 

It is a good sign when beginners buy the best. It is evident that they 
have grasped the basic principles of the breeding game and that they intend to 
start right. The purchases of the beginners recalls to mind the start of W. J. 
Higdon of Tulare whose offering at the Guaranty sale was the star attraction. 
A few years ago Higdon was president of the California Guernsey Cattle Club. 
But he sold his herd and went in for Holsteins. He bought the best he could get 
and when the first Guaranty sale in California was held it was Higdon who bid 
$6500 for the sensational young Holstein bull, King Korndyke Pontiac 20th, 
and obtained him for his herd sire. Higdon followed up this advantage by hir- 
ing a good herdsman, H. L. Redd, and by acquiring a bunch of females which 
conformed to the high standard he had set for his herd. 

The result of this constructive policy was seen in the sale at Sacramento, 
for Higdon gained the honor of the high average. His six females averaged 
$1610 which, I should judge, is something of a record to shoot at. And even 
at that, they sold at exceedingly moderate prices considering the records they 
had made and the type of the offering. Here is a little summary of Higdon’s 
offering: Ida. Lotta Winifred Burke, $2300; Trout Brook Pontiac Starin, $1800; 
Sir Skylark Ormsby Hengerveld Pet, $1500; Madrigal Mooike 2d, $1400; Leda 
Hengerveld De Kol Korndyke, $1050. 

Burr Farm of Los Angeles, represented by E. Burr and G. W. Brown, were 
heavy purchasers. This organization is comparatively new though most active 
in the breeding of registered animals. It has developed into a breeding establish- 
ment with registered cattle because of the realization of the men behind it that 
they cannot afford to pitch expensive feed into inefficient ccws. Prominent 
among others either just beginners or virtually new to the game who helped

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materially in making the sale were H. H. Sissons of Willits, R. Stevens of 
Stockton, H. E. Spires of Carruthers, C. T. Sierra Jr. of Santa Rosa, H. G.

these men paid some of the best prices of the day. Sissons, for instance, ob- 
tained the top bull, Ensign Korndyke Model Pontiac, offered by A. E. Smith 
of Sumas, Washington for $2050. H. G. Ball bought Trout Brook Pontiac 
Starin from Higdon for $1800 and Dr. F. J. O'Donnell bought Madrigal Mooike 
94 from Higdon for $1400 and Ontario Blonde Pietje from Dr. E. J. Weldon 
of Sacramento for $1525. Stevens of Stockton paid the Carnation Stock Farm of 
Seattle $1650 for Laconner Pontiac Bessie and Spires of Carruthers took King 
Pontiac Alcartra Prilly, a young Bridgford bull for $1900. Sparks of Winters 
pought S. V. K. P. Clarie of Sunnyside, consigned by R. F. Guerin of Visalia, 
for $1300. But the summary will tell the whole ‘story of the kind of animals 
these new men went after and got. 

“Uncle Dave” Maxwell, whose Holstein breeding farm is at Waterloo, Iowa, 
bought two of the three animals offered by James J. Jefiries of Burbank, the 
once heavyweight champion of the world who is now a breeder. Maxwell, as 
well as several others from outside of the State, were in attendance at the 
sale. Every section of California that has a Holstein cow was represented 
The ouside visitors included A. M. Ghormley of Seattle, representing Carnation 
Stock Farm; A. W. Dahlquist of Sumas, representing A. E. Smith; Professor 
N. F. Scott of the University of Nevada at Reno, Mr. and Mrs. H. L. Long of 
Fallon, Nev.; C. W. Stock and C. O. Stock of Fernley, Nevada; Dr. F. A. Harder 
of Reno, Nev.; C. W. Brooks of Reno, Nev.; and E. Witwer of Nevada.

he top animal of the sale was Ida Lotta Winifred Burke and she went to 
R. L. Holmes of Modesto for $2300. She is from the herd of W. J. Higdon of 
Tulare and has a seven-day butter record of 33.04 pounds of butter. She is a 
daughter of Recreation King Burke and of Winifred Hotaling with a record 
herself of 33.90 pounds of butter in seven days. It is of interest to mention, 
here, by the way, that each of the Higdon cows, five in all, had a record of 
better than 30 pounds of butter in seven days. The highest of these was Trout 
Brook Pontiac Starin, with 35.47 pounds, which went to H. G. Ball of Tulare for 
$1800. And at that Higdon has not sold all of his high record cows. He has re- 
served a batch of them for the event of May 5th when he will sell most of his 
cows in milk at Tulare. The high bull already has been mentioned, the young 
animal which A. E. Smith sold to Sisson. 

Because of the fact that so many of those who wanted to buy were new to 
auction sales, the bidding was slow and Auctioneer Ben A. Rhoades, Manager 
C. L. Hughes and Ringman George Bell of Tulare worked far into the night 
before all of the offering was sold. The sale began at 11 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and was finished nearly 12 hours later, at 10:30 o’clock in the evening 
However, Secretary Charles F. Paine of the State Agricultural Society, had 
the sales pavilion well heated and all were comfortable in spite of the fact 
that the day was stormy with spring showers. Dinner was served in the eve- 
ning in the Agricultural Pavilion.

AN INTERESTING LETTER ON 
TUBERCULOSIS 


Some interesting aspects of the 
tuberculosis questions are brought 
out in the following letter from B. F. 
Osler, proprietor of the famous Lake 
View Farm at Bronte, Ont., and re- 
cently published in “Farm and Dairy.” 
In explanation of the letter, we may 
mention a fact which is no secret, 
that a large part of the mature herd 
at Lake View Farm has recently been 
slaughtered because of re-action to 
the tubercular test, and Mr. Osler 
here points out some developments 
in the situation as shown by the post 
mortem examination. 

“I should be more than pleased to 
have you publish everything that has 
been or may be brought out im my 
herd under the Tuberculosis Free Ac- 
credited Herd scheme. My idea is 
primarily to get a clean herd at Lake 
View, but in doing so, any information 
that may be of use to breeders in 
gaining greater knowledge of, and of 
assistance in stamping out this dis- 
ease, will be gladly given. 

“Visitors to Lake View during the 
last few years will, I think, agree with 
me when I say that the herd was 
composed of great big healthy looking 
animals, and that the barns were 
clean and showed much labor with 
the whitewash brush. Also, there has 
been little or no buying from outside 
herds, and private tubercular tests 
from time to time showed no cause 
for alarm. How the trouble started, 
and made such headway is yet to be 
discovered, but I can give you the re- 
sults of the post mortem examina- 
tions, which show some interesting 
facts. 

(a) One carcass only, out of 18 was 
condemned. 


(b) Nine animals showed affected 
Jungs, in’ spite of the fact that no 
cough was to be noticed in the whele 
herd. 

(c) Twelve head showed bronehia! 
infection. 

(d) Two cows showed the trouble 
in the udder. One of these was Lake- 
view Dutchland Queen, the cow which 
made 34.65 lbs. of butter in seven 
days on a three-quarter udder. These 
were the only two cows in the herd 
with blind quarters and the only two 
showing the udder as the seat of the 
trouble. (This may possibly make 
people look further when they see a 
cow, which has slipped on the coz:. 
crete floor and hurt her udder.) 

(e) Every re-actor was from the 
same stable: the young stock from an- 
other barn all passed clean 

“The sixty day re-test will take 
place some time in April, and it will 
be interesting to know what effect 
the immediate removal of all reactors 
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and the thorough disinfecting of the 
whole building will have on the re- 
mainder of the herd. I have no doubt 
that there will be some fresh re-ac- 
tors from time to time for a while, 
but these should become fewer at 
each testing, and if in the end the 
trouble is completely eliminated, the 
end will justify the means, stringent 
as the means are.” 





HOLSTEIN NEWS FROM 
AUSTRALIA 

The following letter on Holstein- 
Friesians in Australia and Southern 
Seas, dated “Somewhere in Pacific 
Ocean, Aboard A. M. S. Sonoma, Feb. 
15, 1920,” was written by J. F. Sim- 
monds, formerly of Colony Farm, Es- 
sondale, B. C. 

From my last letter August 1919, 
you will remember I. was leaving 
Vancouver, B. C., with a small herd of 
Holsteins (called Friesians in Austra- 
lia) for New South Wales. On the voy- 
age down we Called at Suva, Fiji Is- 
land, and I was very much surprised 
to find a number of gentlemen in this 
island interested in the breed, and Il 
fancy a limited number of good stock 
would find a ready market here, but 
shipping is very bad. There is a very 
nice Colony Farm, B. C., bull sired by 
Aaggie Cornucopia Neroma, which 
belongs to Brown & Josko, but un- 
fortunately since Mr. Brown’s death, 
no one has taken any interest in the 
herd, which contains imported cows 
from New Zealand. 

From Suva we went to Wellington, 
N. Z., and it would require a special 
article on New Zealand Holsteins to 
do justice to the breed. The young 
bull Alderly Segis Beets, which I had 
aboard, was line bred to Berkje Sylvia 
Posch, the New Zealand record cow, 
so he came in for quite a lot of com- 
ment. Mr. Singleton, the chief inspect- 
or Dairy Division (a Canadian) is 
a great judge of cattle and a 
Holstein booster. One thing that 
is against importations to this 
country from the United States 
is the drastic regulation “which re- 
quires a six months’ residence in a 
British country before importation. 
This is decidedly against the New 
Zealand breeders, and personally I 
think it should be removez. New 
Zealand has the best cattle in Aus- 
tralia, 

The next and last port of call was 
Sydney and here we went into quar- 
antine for sixty days, but one does 
not mind that as everyone (officials) 
were as obliging, and the quarantine 
grounds are beautiful. 

Holsteins in Australia are very 
backward, although there are some 
nice stock here and the breeders are 
in general progressive, but in New 
South Wales the Dairy Division has 
been knocking the breed for some 
years; however they are taking notice 
now and I believe will readily come 
around when shown results. 

In the state of New South Wales 
there are only two breeders, A. C. La- 
mond, Norora, and Eric Lloyd Jones, 
Bundassoon. The first named has the 
largest and oldest herd in Australia, 
and in the past has been the largest 
winner in the show rings. Mr. La- 
mond has many cutstanding individ- 
uals ii. his herd, but to get Mr. La- 
mond to talk is like opening up a

During the past few 
years, a very bad drought has affected 
Australia especially Queensland, and 
this has been decidedly against big 
records being put up.

THE STANISLAUS BREEDERS SALE 
By Robert E. Jones. 

The Modesto district is one of the fastest growing and most stable dairy 
districts in California and Holsteins have a strong foothold there. It is keen- 
ly satisfying to one interested in livestock development on this Pacific Coast 
to see the enthusiasm with which the people of Stanislaus have taken hold of 
the dairying industry. Two thousand persons, or close to that judging from 
a count of the automobiles, turned out for the annual Stanislaus County Breed- 
ers Consignment Sale, March 18th. 

Nearly all of the Holsteins, which came only from Stanislaus breeding 
farms, were sold within the confines of the county, though a few went over 
the border to San Joaquin, Sacramento and Contra Costa and Alameda. But 
most of them were sold to the neighbors. And it was with good reason that 
the stock was snapped up by the home people, for, standing on the knoll which 
caps the A. M. Bibens farm where the sale was held, prospective buyers could 
see green fields of alfalfa promising a heavy first cutting all about them and 
this gave impetus to the bidding. 

A total of $13,825 was paid for thirty-eight females offered and $1950 for 
the eight females. The highest price paid was $775 for the cow Pansje Henger- 
veld Butter Girl, consigned by the Bridgford Holstein Company of Patterson 
and sold to R. L. Holmes of Modesto. The high bull was the youngster, Val- 
dessa Pontiac Alcartra Prilly, also consigned by Bridgford, and sold to A. B. 
Sayers of Manteca for $650. 

Ben A. Rhoades of Los Angeles and Cy Clarke of Modesto cried the sale 
and C. L. Hughes of Sacramento was the man in charge. 

A barbacue luncheon was served by the Modesto Business Men’s Associa- 
tion with George Kounias, Holstein breeder, in charge. It was a hearty lyn- 
cheon and after it was over Elmer Lamb of Cerea made a talk in behalf of 
the Stanislaus County Fair project. The city of Modesto, co-operating with 
the farmers, proposes buying a tract of 75 acres for $70,000 on the bank of 
the Tuolumne River at the outskirts of town and the county will provide the 
buildings. The breeders of Stanislaus plan on building a sales pavilion as 
there are sales every day but Sunday in Stanislaus now. In any event Stanis- 
laus will have a County Fair this year and, if it is anything like the one I saw 
there two years ago. It will rival in number and quality of dairy cattle exhib- 
ited some of the State Fairs that are held in this country. 

One always enthuses in Stanislaus for it is a community of little farmers 
who are making good. Forty acres is a good-sized farm in the Modesto dis 
trict; yet the people are among the most prosperous to be found in California. 
Out in the country, along improved highways, new homes are being built 
galore, and, within easy distance of the back step can be seen fat hogs and 
slick dairy cows which have made these new homes possible. Before this 
gets into print the hum of the mowing machine will be heard on Modesto 
farms clipping the season’s first crop of alfalfa.

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LEGISLATURE STUDYING NEEDS 
OF STATE COLLEGE OF 
AGRICULTURE 


During the past winter there have 
been many conferences of farmers at 
the New York State College of Agri- 
culture who made a study of condi- 
tions at the College and determined 
upon a program to better those con- 
ditions. 

These farmers found that a serious 
condition of affairs existed there, and 
that unless these conditions were rem- 
edied it was practically impossible for 
the College to make further progress. 
Nearly every department, building 
and room was too small, poorly ven- 
tilated and lighted and entirely inade- 
quate for the amount of business 
which the people of the state are 
asking the College to do. Salaries of 
the professors and instructors were 
so small that the teachers were leav- 
ing at an alarming rate for more at- 
tractive situations. 

As a result of the investigations by 
these 150 or more farmers who made 
a study of the situation, recommenda- 
tions were made to the State Legis- 
lature for an appropriation which 
would enable the College to add to its 
building facilities and to pay at least 
small increases in the salaries of its 
teachers. When these’ suggestions 
were made public through the fine co- 
operation of the country press, which 
always does more than its share of 
helping a good movement along, the 
people of the whole state became con- 
cerned and hundreds of individuals 
wrote or talked with their represen- 
tatives in the State Legislature, and 
hundreds of local farm organizations 
passed resolutions and forwarded 
them to Albany requesting the State 
to aid this institution which belongs 
to and serves the people. 


In response to these public requests 
committees in both the Assembly and 
the State Senate have reported 
favorably on a bill for an appropria- 
tion to add to the building facilities 
of the College and to the salaries of 
its teachers. There is little doubt but 
what the Legislature itself will pass 
this bill and will then forward it to 
Governor Smith for his action. Owing 
to the fact that the Governor is city 
bred and may not possibly clearly un- 
derstand that any restriction in the 
efficiency of the State College of Agri- 
culture may directly affect food pro- 
duction he may veto the bill. This 
would be a great misfortune to the 
whole people.——Dairymen’s League 
News, E. R. Eastman, Editor.

SOMERSET-HUNTERDON SALE A SUCCESS 

A successful sale was held at the College Farm at New Brunswick, N. J, 
March 19, under the auspices of the Somerset and Hunterdon County Breeders’ 
Association. Sixty-five head, including 27 young animals under two yeurs of 
age, brought an average of $243 each, the sale total being $15765. Col. Geo, W. 
Baxter of Elmira, did the selling, with R. Austin Backus in the box. Qne of 
the heaviest buyers was W. G. Davidson, proprietor of Brentwood Farms, near 
Philadelphia, who paid $3860 for 11 head. Another heavy buyer was John 
Aderson of Cecilton, Md., to whom 13 head were struck off at $2030. ‘Top price 
of the sale was $925, and the best consignment, 13 head belonging to Nevius 
Brothers of Somerville, brought a total of $4230. This sale is the first of a series 
of annual sales to be held by the association. 

IOWA STATE SALE TOTALS $96,070 

With an average of $835.40 for 115 head the first annual sale of the lowa 
Holstein-Friesian Association established a new high mark for two-day sales 
under the auspices of a state association. The best thing about the sale however 
was not the average attained, however creditable that may be. The best thing 
was that the breeders of Iowa proved that they are grasping the fundamental 
idea that sales of this character have much to do in establishing values of the 
cattle they have at home, and by offering of their best, nearly all in show ring 
condition, and under regulations that inspired implicit confidence on the part 
of the buying public, they have added dollars to the market value of every Hol- 
stein in the state. There was hardly what might be termed a “weed” in the 
whole sale; nearly every animal was brought into the ring in the bloom of top 
condition, and the breeding and individuality of the offerings would do credit 
to any state in the Union. A sixty-day health guarantee and positive assurance 
against unfair selling methods, by-bidding, were other factors contributing 
to the outstanding success. Secy. C. F. Jenness, who selected and inspected 
every entry, and who was in direct charge of the arrangements, as well as every 
conributor and every Iowa breeder, ha= the right to feel a great deal of pride 
in the outcome. 

The most sensational offerings in the sale were members of the herd of 
Chas. H. Smith of Tripoli, Ia. This little herd of 21 head which was dispersed 
in its entirety, brought a total of practically $31,000. This herd was established 
twelve years ago through the purchase of two heifer calves at $135 for the 
pair, and the present herd, we are informed, grew entirely from that foundation. 

As the complete story of the development of this herd is to appear in an 
early issue of the World we will not at this time give further details of that side 
of one of the greatest object lessons ever furnished concerning the practical 
value of the Holstein cow. 

The top animal for the sale, was the grand cow, Korndyke Ormsby Fobes, 
state champion junior 4-year-old with 37.63 lbs. butter in seven days, and a cow 
test association record under ordinary dairy conditions of 980 Ibs. butter, 21060 
lbs. milk. When the $3600 mark was reached, and it appeared that this sum 
might be the limit, Senator Hackney offered a free service to King Segis Pon- 
tiac Count and $5,000 for the resulting calf if a bull, providing the cow herself 
sold for $5,000 or more. With this stimulus breeders all over the house got into 
the game and the cow was finally struck off for $5400 to L. G. Gleim, Arlington 
Ia., and it was generally felt that he had secured a real bargain. The second 
highest price was paid for a granddaughter of the top cow. This heifer, Nirvana 
Bessie Artis Korndyke, who had the distinction of producing over 100 Ibs. milk 
in a day as a junior 2-year-old, was almost a faultless individual, and easily 
worth the $4400, which Corwin Farms and Rensink Brothers had to bid for her. 
When the $3700 mark was reached Hargrove & Arnold offered a free service to 
King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, but the new purchasers announced that their ow2 
herd bull, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 14th was good enough for them. An 
eight-months-old son of the 37-lb. top cow came next at $3550. He was a re 
markably fine well grown individual, and should do a great deal of good in the 
herds of French and Meythaler, Independence, Ia. The state champion junior 2 
year-old, Nirvana Korndyke Ormsby Fobes (26.97 Ibs.), a worthy daughter to the 
37-lb. top cow, came next at $2550. She was purchased by B. C. Hemphill, Dex- 
ter, Ia. Nirvana Lady Korndyke Ormsby, a large yearling double granddaughter 
of the top cow was taken at $2500, by L. G. Gleim, Arlington, Ia. 

Strikingly even quality was apparent throughout. A big proportion of the

Report No. 10 from the office of the 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry 
covers tests reported from January 26 
to February 6.

Five states, New York, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Illinois and Michi- 
gan are tied for third place with two 
leaders each, and Washington, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and Nebraska are each 
represented once by a class leader. 

The mature class starts off with a 
38-lb. cow, Hollywood Lilith Mercena, 
with 729.8 lbs. milk containing 38.92 
ibs. butter. It is well worth noting that 
this remarkable record was made 
from milk testing on the average only 
4.27%. She is owned by F. S. Stimson 
of Hollywood, Wash., and we under- 
stand she is to be consigned to the 
National sale in June. ' 

Second place in the 7-day division 
and first in the 30 day in the mature 
class is held by Betsey Lamb Prilly 
owned by H. E. Vogel of Fresno, Ca1., 
whose record is given as 35.03 Ibs. 
butter from 743.3 lbs. milk in 7 days 
and 129.28 lbs. butter from 3322.9 lbs. 
milk in 30 days. 

The University of Nebraska also 
comes through with a 34-lb. cow, she 
being LaVerna Lincoln, with 34.41 Ibs. 
butter from 729 lbs. milk. 

J. W. Vaughan of Johnstown, N. Y., 
who a few years ago developed the 
42-lb. daughter of King of the Pon- 
tiacs and other great producers; ap- 
pears on this report as the owner of 
Topsy Maid De Kol 2d with 32.76 lbs. 
butter from 603.3 Ibs. milk. 

A great daughter of Ormsby Korn- 
dyke Lad in this report, is Ormsby 
Korndyke Armyn, owned by Julius 
Schmid of Montgomery, N. Y. Her rec- 
ord is given as 32.13, this being her 
second record above 32 lbs. and her 
third above 29 Ibs. 

Another 31-lb. cow is Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Pauline Girl 2d, owned by C. A. 
Stark, of Springville, Pa. Her dam, a 
25-lb. cow, is out of a 31-lb. daughter 
of a 34-lb. cow, so her own 31 Ib. rec- 
ord completes a four generation com- 
bination that average better than 30 
Ibs. each. There are in this report no 
less than 7 cows that have produced 
better than 700 lbs. milk in 7 days. Of 
these, the best milk record is 780.8 Ibs. 
milk containing 31.4 lbs. butter, made 
by Royalton Ormsby Duchess, owned 
by Guy Farison of Malinta, O. This, by 
the way, is the first time she was ever 
tested. 

Finderne Lady De Kol Fayne, the 
daughter of King Hengerveld Aaggie 
Fayne who was reported a few weeks 
ago as passing the 30 Ib. mark, has 
raised her figures in the same lacta- 
tion period to 30.61 Ibs. butter from 


630.6 lbs. milk in 7 days, and has made 
a 30 day record of 125.49 lbs. butter 
from 2589.1 lbs. milk. She is the 11th 
daughter of her sire to pass the 30 Ib. 
mark and is owned by Bernhard 
Meyer, Finderne, N. J. 

A 30 1b. record is reported for 
Lawncrest May Echo Queen, owned 
by A. C. Hardy of Brockville, Ont. 
This record is especially interesting 
because she is out of a 33-lb. full sister 
to May Echo Sylvia. 

In the senior 4-year-old class, we 
have the largest record in this report 
for both 7 and 30 days, that of Ruby 
Pietertje of Forest Hill 2d, owned by 
W. J. Higdon of Tulare, Cal. Her rec- 
ord is reported as 389.75 lbs. butter 
from 667.9 lbs. milk in 7 days and 
162.09 lbs. butter from 3144.5 lbs. milk 
in 30 days. This is the largest heifer 
record to be made during the current 
official year, and it is also worthy of 
note that the 30 day record is con- 
siderably more than four times as 
large as her 7 day record. 

Another great senior 4-year-old is 
Lady Waldorf Pietje 2d, owned by A. 
C. Hardy of Brockville, Ont., with 36.1 
Ibs., which is the second largest sen- 
ior 4-year-old record ever made in the 
Dominion of Canada. She is a daugh- 
ter of the Canadian champion junior 
4-year-old, Lady Waldorf Pietje (36.5 
Ibs.), and is sired by King Pontiac 
Artis Canada. 

Geertje Queen De Kol Posch 2d, a 
daughter of Ormsby Korndyke Lad, 
and owned by Julius Schmid of Mont- 
gomery, N. Y., comes through with a 
31 lb. record in the senior 4-year-old 
class, this being the first time she was 
ever tested. 

The fourth 4-year-old record above 
31 lbs. in this report is that of Holly- 
wood Lilith Segis, owned by F. S. 
Stimson of Hollywood, Wash. She is 
a sister to the 30-lb. cow that headed 
this report, both being daughters of 
Hollywood Lilith Palmyra. 

The junior 4-year-old class is com- 
paratively light in this report, only 
one of them passing the 25 lb. mark. 
She is Beauty Helena 5th, owned by 
Jess Hunt, Owego, N. Y. 

The leader of the senior 2-year-old 
class is Edith Pledge Johanna, owned 
by Woodlawn Dairy, Lincoln, Neb., 
with 29.87 lbs. butter from 510.9 Ibs. 
milk. She is a daughter of King 
Pledge Segis 3d. 

Another good one with just under 
28 lbs. is Traverse Inka Hartog, a 
daughter of Admiral Walker Colantha, 
owned by the Traverse City State 
Hospital in Michigan. 

California again comes to the front 
in the junior 3-year-old class with Jo- 
hanna Clay Pontiac owned by T. J. 
Gist, Tulare. This heifer has a record 
of 26.38 Ibs. 


A wonderful senior 2-year-old rec- 
ord appears in this report, that of 
Gien Alex Queen De Kol 3d, owned by 
A. C. Hardy, Brockville, Ont. Her 7 
day record of 32.81 lbs. butter is ex- 
ceeded in her class only by that of her 
dam, and entitled her to the champion- 
ship of the Dominion, while her 30 day 
record of 131.74 is a world’s record for 
heifers under 3 years old. She is sired 
by Spring Farm King, from the 42-lb. 
senior 2-year-old, Glen Alex Queen De 
Kol. This wonderful record was made

with first calf and is therefore a 
world’s record for 2-year-olds with 
first calf. 

The junior 2-year-old class is led by 
Traverse Inka Princess Weg, with 
23.17 lbs. in 7 days and 96.46 lbs. in 30 
days. 

The leader for milk in the junior 
2-year-old class is May Echo Pontiac 
2d, who is out of a daughter of May 
Echo Sylvia. Her milk production as 
a junior 2-year-old is 504.7 Ibs. in 7 
days and 2056.2 lbs. in 30 days, with 
a butter record of considerably over 
22 Ibs. 

Uncompleted Records 

Report No. 10 also includes a list of 
cows on long-time test producing 
above certain minimum amounts of 
butterfat during the month of Decem. 
ber. As a large portion of these are 
still in the early part of their lacta 
tion period, we will limit ourselves in 
this discussion only to those who have 
been in milk long enough to prove 
their ability on yearly test. We have 
chosen eight from the full age class 
for special mention, the eight repre- 
senting five different states. Two of 
these are daughters of Ormsby Korn- 
dyke Lad and are owned by Julius 
Schmid of Montgomery, N. Y. They 
are Tranquillity Ormsby Tehee with 
20662.3 Ibs. milk containing 939.17 Ibs.

Editor World: 

It seems to me something should be 
done in regard to the small breeder. 
I notice some advocate a 2-milking a 
day class. I for one don’t want cows 
that will get along with 2 milkings a 
day for the first 60 or 90 days. Why 
not allow milking 3 times for not less 
than 60 nor more than 90 days. This 
would give us little fellows who do 
all our own work a chance to have 
our cows freshen in early winter, then 
we could drop to 2 milkings when our 
spring’s work comes on. 

I am one of the little fellows who 
used to be a tenant with red cows, but 
found what a good black and white 
bull would do. I now have 26 pure 
breds and one grade cow left. My sire 
is Walcowis Ollie Hartog, the junior 
yearling shown with such success by 
WalcowisFarmsof Lake Geneva, Wis. 
this past season. I am running seven 
cows on S. O. along with my other 
farm work and find it keeps me busy.

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A SUGGESTION FOR LONG-TIME 
TEST SUPERVISION 

A letter from C. Petmezal of Ports- 
mouth, N. H., takes up some of the 
considerations in the testing situation, 
particularly from the standpoint of 
the expense of making long-time rec- 
ords. Mr. Petmezal for two years was 
@ supervisor of A. R. O. tests, and so 
is speaking from experience. 

“Let us see what supervision for a 
7-day test costs. Of course the prices 
are not uniform in all states, but nev- 
ertheless, on the average it will cost 
between $25 to $35. Ordinarily, a 
breeder who understands his business 
and makes good records does not 
keep his supervisor for 7 days only, 
but usually for 12 to 14 days, and 
some times even up to 21 and 30 
days, since we know from experience 
that most of the highest records are 
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made the second week of the testing 
period or later. 

And here is where the smal! breed- 
er has to pay from $50 to $75 or 
$100 for the short-time test, and per- 
haps he had four or five cows on test 
and made one or two good records. 

I would like to ask you if it would 
not be cheaper for the small breeder 
to pay $100 or $120 flat for the year’s 
test and have the privileges of put- 
ting 8 to 15 cows on test. But what 
the small breeder wants is an ar- 
rangement of the semi-official test 
similar to the cow testing association 
with some modifica. is. 

A plan similar to the following I 
think would work out very success- 
fully. Select 12 breeders from one 
county or the nearest counties who 
are doing semi-official testing and say 
each of them pays between $100 to

PUREBRED COWS VS. GRADE in 
BUTTERFAT PRODUCTION 
The following testimony as to the 
value of purebred animals for dairy 
production comes from a local paper 

in Indiana. We quote: 

Often dairymen are inclined ty 
believe that claims for the pure bred 
cow are carried too far. This feel 
ing has been brought about by the 
fact that ever so often some wel] 
bred grade comes through with a very 
favorable production record. Dur 
ing January there were six cow test- 
ing associations in Indiana and of the 
ten high cows in each = association 
thirty-two were pure breds and 
twenty-eight were grades even though 
at present less than twenty per cent 
of the cattle in our testing associa- 
tions in this state are pure breds. In 
addition to this showing the highest 
cow in five of the six associations was 
a pure bred. Such results as these 
convince us that with the testing 
association able to check up on the 
records of the individual cow either 
the herdsman is taking more interest 
in his pure breds or else the pure 
breds are just naturally better from 
the production standpoint.

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horning cattle is to remove the horns 
from calves when less than a week 
old. To accomplish this one should 
clip the hair short over the buttons 
which would develop into horns late; 
on, then scrape the skin lightly an¢ 
apply caustic potash stick (potassium 
hydrate). The caustic potash should 
be moistened lightly and rubbed on 
the horn button until it is ready to 
bleed. Care should be taken not to 
apply too much or the action will be 
too severe and the calf will be greatly 
injured. Calves have lost their eyes 
and have had the hair and skin eaten 
from the side of the face as a result 
of a careless application of caustic 
potash, but this should never happen. 
To avoid spreading of the caustic and 
to prevent burning of face by any 
fluid that may escape from the point 
of application the hair and skin below 
the horn should be oiled with vase- 
line or lard. 

If the right amount of caustic pot- 
ash is applied, there will be a little 
depression in the skull after a few 
days. If too much has been appliea 
a hole may be eaten in the skull deep 
enough to kill the animal or to cause 
considerable suffering. When applied 
properly the discomfort to the calf is 
not nearly so great as to have the 
horns removed after maturity, and cer- 
tainly it would not be so great as the 
pain caused by animals hooking one 
another. To prevent the caustic pot- 
ash from injuring one’s hands the 
stick should be wrapped in paper 
where it is held. 

To remove horns from older ani- 
mals a saw or dehorning clippers may 
be used. A chute in which they may 
be held securely comes in handy here 
The hair should be clipped at the 
base of the horn so that the operator 
may see clearly that a ring of skin 
is taken with it. If this is done, un- 
sightly stubs will not develop. De- 
horning with the saw or clippers 
should be dene in the winter in south- 
ern Arizona, or in the fall or spring 
in the northern part of the state to 
prevent trouble from flies. Some tar 
should be daubed onto the head to 
keep flies away and to prevent infec- 
tion.
